In Croatian Town, Killing Mocks Accord

OSDEK, Yugoslavia — In front 
of the nibble that had been Mo 
Penbc’s house, Croatian security 
forces were straining Thursday af- 
ternoon to load a rfRmagpn ar- 
mored personnel carrier onto a 
truck.

NEW YORK — Bankrupt and crippled by 
its failure to develop a solid domestic route 
base, Fan American Wold Airways wrote an 
end to its saga as America’s once-proud flag 
carrio- by agreeing Thursday to sell off its 
remaining prm p wTnrq m ^ fi f ^p^ } ro utes 

Ddta Air Lines, which started off in the crop- 
dusting business in the Mississippi River ddta, 
agreed to pay $260 iraDian for Pan Am's routes 
between New York and Europe; its remaining 
European hub operations in Frankfurt; the suc- 
cessful Pan Am rinink linking Washingtxjn, Bos- 
ton, and New York; and its finks witH London 
via Miami and Detroit. 

The sale mnst be approved by U.S. and for- 
eign govemmart regulators and both airlines’ 
bonds, as well as Plm Am’s bankruptcy judge. 

Under the terms of the agreement, Ddta 
would take over 45 Pan Am planes and offer jobs 
to 6,000 cf Pan Am’s 22£00 employees. Tbe deal 
includes 21 A-3I0 Airbus jets, and it marks toe 
first time rhat the European consortium has 
succeed in placing any of its planes in the Ddta 
fleet. 

Ddta will also agreed to honor Pan Am tickets 
until Feb. 1 on the routes Pm Am is seffing to 
Ddta. 

Last winter, Fan Am sold most of its London 
routes to United Air lines, and the combina- 
tion of the collapse in air traffic during the Gulf 
war and the rise in fud prices after the invasion 
of Kuwait proved to be its coup de grace. 

For two years, the Pan Am chairman, Thom- 
as G. Haskett, has been trying to sell off the 
airline piecemeal and find jobs for as many of 
its employees as possible. To facilitate tbe sale, 
he took the airline nun Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy 
protection on Jan. 8. 

With the prospect of the recovery of the U.S. 
economy and some consequent revival in air 
traffic, successful airimes — which unlike Pan 
Am survived the last decade of deregulation — 
have been shopping for parts of Pan Am that 
would fit into their empires. 

Even as Mr. Plaakett was nego tiating with 
Ddta executives in New York, he received an 
offer from United Air I-mes for numerous as- 
sets, including Pan Am’s stQl profitable Carib- 
bean and Latin American routes, through 
which Pan Am piodeered U.S. influoice in the 
air.

India’s New Leader Says ’Sky’s the limit’ With U.S.

NEW DELHI — The newly elected prime 
minister of India wants the united States to 
erase “old perceptions” about Us country and 
he expresses bhmt interest in rapidly enlarging 
economic and political links . 

Tbe prime minister, F. V. Narastmha Rao, 
said in an interview “the sky’s the limit,” in 
terms of potential U.S. investment 
Mr. Rao expressed hope that trade with the 
United States would “improve vastly” 

And he said that closer U.S.-India political 
tks were omdal especially in the aftermath of 
the tntmoil in the Soviet Umon and the dissolu- 
tion of the Soviet grip on Eastern Europe: 

“We will do everything to make tbe rdations 
dosei,” Mr. Rao said, adding that “old percep- 


tions" by the United States that India was 
hostile to Washington and leaned toward the 
Soviet Urrion were outdated and ixrelevanL 

Although relations improved somewhat un- 
der Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi and his suc- 
cessors, Mr. Rao’s positive comments were the 
most explicit so far, reflecting India's yearning 
for a closer alliance with the United States and 
tire rest of the West 

“The perception of India in the United States 
has been one of a Soviet ally, being closer to the 
Soviet Union, so dose that the United States 
did not Hke it,” he said. “After some years, this 
perception has slowly dunged, although I can- 
not say it’s changed completely.” 

“We have tried to convince the United States 
that India’s friendship with one country is nev- 


er at tbe expense of another country,” Mr. Rao 
said. 

“I see relations with the United States as 
vastly unproved now and coining still doser. I 
see a bright future in these relations. In every 
way, we would like to i mp rove our rdations in 
several fidds of cooperation.” 

Ties between the United States and India 
were marked by strain and even anger in the 
1970s and the early 1980s. In those yean, India 
saw tire United States as leaning toward Paki- 
stan, and India’s foreign policy erf ten s u pport e d 
the Soviet bloc and was critical of toe united 
Stares. 

Moreover, India was strongly suspicions of 
American or multilateral business investments, 
seeing them as essentially rapacious. 

Even during the Gulf war, India angered the 


Bush administration by refusing to give U.S. 
nuhtaiy planes permission to refud at Bombay 
International Anport. 

“That was temporary and I don’t think that 
will have a lasting impact,” Mr. Rao said. 

The prime minister, who is 71, heads a minor- 
ity gover nm ent. He and his finance minister, 
Manmahan Sin g h, have begun what the prime 
minister termed an “unprecedented” and 
“drastic” overhaul of the Indian economy, 
which has been crippled tot de c ad es by red 
tape;, inefficiency, corruption, low productivity, 
excesave governmental involvement and resis- 
tance to foreign investment 

Faring a huge foreign debt, and dangerously 
low foreign-exchange reserves, Mr. Rao has 
dropped socialism from his party’s platform 
ana replaced it with capitalism.

JIDDA — A jetliner carrying 261 people 
crashed in flames Thursday, scattering the bod- 
ies of Nigerian Muslim pilgrims and 14 West- 
era crew members into the desert, officials and 
witnesses said. There were no survivors. 

The chartered Canadian DC-8 nosedived 
and broke into pieces minutes after takeoff as 
the pilot attempted an emergency landing, air- 
port officials and witnesses said. 

Aviation sources said tbe pilol had called the 
control tower at the Jidda airport to report a 
fire in the aircraft. They said that be was told to 
dump his fuel and ret u rn, but that the plane 
crashed before he could 
“Tbe pitot told air traffic control he had lost 
command of his plane and that there was a fire 
and he wished to return to the airport,” the 
Saudi civil aviation department announced in a 
statement 

According to the statement carried by the 
official Saudi Press Agency, the jet came down 
one kilometer (about a half-mile) from the 
runway. 

“Tbe plane crashed in flames on the ground,” 
the statement read “AD passengers perished" 
According to the statement, the pPot report- 
ed the fire seven minutes after the 8:29 AJtl 
takeoff. The plane crashed four minutes after 
his report.

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U.S. and Soviets Take on the Arcane to Unsnag Arms Treaty

WASHINGTON — U.S. and 
Sonet officials began grappling 
again Thursday with three highly 
technical disputes that remain after 
nine years of negotiations on a new 
strategic aims treaty, which they 
hope can be signed soon at a sum- 
mit meeting in Moscow.

[Mr. Bessmertnykh met briefly 
with President George Bush on 
Thursday and said Moscow hoped 
the agreement could be wrapped up 
in a few days.

“The changes in South Africa 
have left many with nowhere to 
hide when it comes to their own 
rule,” said Rakiya Omaar, director 
of toe London-based human rights 
group Africa Watch, referring to 
many black African leaders. “They 
seem so pathetic when they try."

de Klerk of South Africa, during a 
historic visit to Kenya, told report-

The Kenyan president, Mr. de 
Klerk said, had enthusiastically 
backed his efforts to build a multi- 
party system in South Africa and 
had specifically expressed a desire 
for greater rivD liberties and free- 
doms for South Africans. 

Mr. Moi’s own government, 
however, bans periodicals that ex- 
press opposition to his rule, impris- 
ons dissidents without charge for 
advocating political pluralism and 
withholds freedoms of assembly 
and association. 

Mr. Moi, who has never faced 
questions from the press here, was 
not around to explain why such 
basic freedoms are fine for South 
Africa but outlawed in Kenya. 

Last month in Nigeria, the ruler.

“I think Africans are tired of 
being conned," said Michael

Even a single midear bomb in the hands 
of a ruthless dictator is menace enough.

The newly understood danger is 
rightly prompti ng America and its Gulf war 
allies to reconsider bow best to disarm Iraq 
of its terror weapons once and for aH 

But the dismaying fact is that no surefire 
method exists.

Trying to eliminate Sad- 
dam Hussein might backfire; if he feels 
hmnrif a target, the Iraqi strongman will 
have little incentive to band over his nodear 
materials.

Suddenly, Frail Hopes 


Suddenly, surprising almost everyone, 
Cambo dians are speaking of peace. The 
impasse recorded at a big international 
meeting in Jakarta yielded to the faint - 
outlines rtf accord that became visible 
at a smaller meeting of Cambodians in 
the Thai town of Pataya. 

This was a meeting — the first — called 
by those responsible for the umbrella that 
the United Nations means to see raised over 
the warring parties, while the United Na- 
tions organizes elections. This "‘Supreme 
National Council*' agreed on a cease-fire (it 
is the rainy season anyway), a moratorium 
(unpoliced) on arms imports and an early 
move by the council to Phnom Penh. This 
would give the resistance, including the 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas and the nation's 
symbolic leader. Prince Sihanouk, a pres- 
ence next door to the government they 
otherwise defy. All this is very frail and 
uncertain, but it is the closest that Cambo- 
dia has come to possible escape from an 
ordeal that has cost milli ons of lives and 
traumatized the country for decades. 

As always in Cambodia, the new prospect 
is not simply the result <tf a burst of insight 
and brotherhood among the combatants. 
What count most are the policies of the 
do minan t regional parties — Vietnam, which 


seated and supports the government of the 
former Khmer Rouge commander Hun Sen; 
and China. Vietnam’s traditional geopoliti- 
cal rival in Southeast Asia and sponsor of Ibe 
Khmer Rouge. As principal patrons of the 
war, China and Vietnam have it within their 
power to incline their respective Cambodian 
dients toward accommodation. The unprov- 
en but hopeful possibility emerging now is 
that they nay be doing exactly that. Perhaps 
each, for its own reasons, is eager to improve 
relations with the United States. 

The platform on winch the Cambodians 
are starting to build is the UN peace {dan. Its 
virtue is that it has the five permanent Securi- 
ty Council members aboard — a remarkable 
instance of consensus on a regional issue. Its 
shortcoming is that it is very ambitious and 
cumbersome, calling on the United Nations 
virtually to run Cambodia. 

The plan has brought the Cambodians this 
far. But a narrower consensus centering oo 
Vietnam and China could yet obviate some 
pans of it Fa£ instance, the United Nations 
could keep the essential job of refereeing 
elections without taking over and running 

the country first This is the Nicaragua mod- 
el But who can care what the model is if 
Cambodia can finally find peace?

Rushing Back to Pretoria 


Many but by no means all Americans will 
welcome George Bush's decision on Wed- 
nesday to lift economic sanctions imposed 
on South Africa five years ago. Under Pres- 
ident F. W. de Klerk, Pretoria has gone far 
to remove the stain of apartheid from its 
laws. Segregation persists; so do grievous 
inequalities. But a leader big enough to 
admit fundamental error has earned re- 
wards — like the decision to end a 21-year 
ban on South Africa in the Olympic Games. 

For his part, Mr. Bush admits no errors. 
When challenged by reporters, be bridled 
at conceding the efficacy of a sanctions 
bill adopted over President Ronald Rea- 
gan's veto. He insists that he was right to 
oppose the measure then, even as he ac- 
claims South Africa for complying with 
the five conditions stipulated for lifting 
sanctions. What could have been an ex- 
pression of national will is thus left look- 
ing a bit like White House imperiousness. 

In fact, judgments differ on South Afri- 


ca’s compliance. Have all political prison- 
ers been released, as required by law? Pres- 
ident Bush dismisses objections as a 
matter of definitions. If so, how much 
wiser had he taken time to make his case 
persuasively to Congress, especially to ag- 
grieved African-American members. 

Creditably, the president did speak on 
Wednesday with Nelson Ma nd ela , leader 
of the African National Congress, who has 
urged keeping sanctions in place until Pre- 
toria has granted full rights to disenfran- 
chised blades. Mr. Bush promises to use “all 
available means" to encourage further 
ehangp . Washington has other levers, like 
the UJ5. veto on South Africa’s lending 
rights at the International Monetary Fund. 
Having acted faster than necessary on sanc- 
tions, Mr. Bush could now at least withhold 
those rights until South Africa has achieved 
the new democratic order that Mr. de Klerk 
has already done much to advance.

Blowing the CIA Lid 


ll took more than four years to confirm a 
kernel of truth, but the public now knows, 
beyond all tbe fudging or evasion, that senior 
□A officials were pan of the cover-up of the 
Iran-contra scandal Forbidden by Congress 
to operate a covert supply line to the rebels in 
Nicaragua. QA officials lied at every oppor- 
tunity to tell the truth, and kept the lid on 
whenever Congress inquired. Alan Ftere. the 
agency's former director of covert action in 
Central America, has blown the hd with his 
guilty plea to two counts of withholding 
information from Congress. The charge is a 
form of ccm tempt of Congress, which is what 
the Reagan administration displayed with 
the entire project and its cover-up. Tbe idea, 
and agreement to cooperate under a grant of 
immunity bom Lawrence Walsh, the special 
prosecutor, breaks (he stone waD of lies, 
hiding behind classified information and 
partisan attacks on the Office of Indepen- 
dent Counsel. This should at least momen- 
tarily silence those who blame Mr. Walsh, as 
if the crime were his investigation’s cost 
rather than the subversion of government 
Mr. Ficrs, a career officer, committed seri- 
ous offenses. He seems credible when he says 
be wanted to testify truthfully to members of 
Congress in 1986’ as they got wind of the 


diversion of arms-for-Iraman-hosiages mon- 
ey to illicit support of the contras. He says he 
was ordered to suppress the truth by his 
superior, Clair George, who has since retired 
as director of CIA operations. Mr. George 
has some explaining to da So does Robert 
Gates, who w as number two man in the 
agency then and now is President George 
Bush's nominee for number one. 

Contrast Mr. Fiers’s behavior with that of 
Oliver North, who ran the Iran-contra opera- 
tion from tbe White House and now holds 
himself out lobe a persecute d patriot as he 
accepts rich speaking fees. When the scandal 
broke in late 1986, he shredded and smug- 
gled exit incriminating papers. Mr. Frers has 
struck a deal for lemepey. but he might have 
chosen to stand trial on more serious 
charges, filed a storm of bogus “national 
security" secrecy claims and stalled Mr. 
Walsh's search for tbe truth. Instead he has 
come dean and says he has done "what I 
think is in the best interests of the country." 

How high, wide and deep will the investi- 
gation now go? No one can know for sure, 
but many an Iran-contra operative, high 
and low, has reason to wonder. And in any 
case, truth is served.

Let’s Not Write Off Russia’s Ability to Modernize 


W ASHINGTON — Mikhail Gorbachev is 
being put down on many fronts for having 
biHiffhwi something be cannot finish.

A City of Three Rivers, 


And Just a Hint of Italy 


by Alan Levy 


P ASSAU, Germany — Too often, tourists 
embarking on a Danube cruise are met at 
Mumeh airport or raQroad station, bossed to 
Passau, on the German-Austrian border — 
starting point fly passenger cruises down the Danube 
— and plank-walked aboard a downriver motor ship. 
As they sail to Vienna or on to Budapest or to tbe 
Black Sea, Passau is quickly forgotten. What a pity! 

At tbe confluence of three rivers — the muddy- 
brown Danube, the mountain-green Inn swirling 
down bom tbe Alps, and the blade Hz curving in, 
darkened by peat from Us native Bohemia — Passau

welcomed here an her way to marry Etzd, and h was a 
12th-century bishop of Passau who had tbe marathon 
folk legend transcribed into the Middle High German 
from which Richard Wagner worked. 

Two other notable adiuiieis of Passau were Napo- 
lton, who conscripted all its young men while pro- 
claiming that he had never con- 
quered a more beautiful German 
aty, and the 19th-century natural- 
ist and world traveler Alexander 
von Humboldt, who ranked Passau 
among the seven most beautiful 
towns in the world. 

Those were just words and mu- 
sic, however. The concrete — or 
rather, stone and stucco and mar- 
ble — reality of Passau is a grand 
Gothic and Baroque city reminis- 
ceat of Prague and Vienna, capitals 
of its two noghboring lands, but 
tightened by its unique watery set- 
ting to afford a vision of Venice, an 
illusion of Italy.

Upon the saint’s death, his widow, Gisda, 
retired to Passau as a non at die Niederburg Abbey, 
where she later became abbess of the oonvent and was 
buried. Badly tamed in Passau’s great fires of 1 662-63 
and 1680, which destroyed much of the old Gothic and 
Romanesque city, toe convent —now a girls school — 
'was rebuilt in the 19th century in a Bond and kitschy 
neo-Romanesque style.

All-Year Hiking in Israel 

■ Iflkcrs will soon be able to count 
Israel as a spot to visit year round. Wort 
has sumed on mapping out a 1,000- 
kflometer (620-mfle) Israel Trail to extend 
from Dan, near the Lebanese border, to 
Eilat in the south on the Red Sea. Israel 
already has taking routes, but because of 
terrain conditions during various s«*nn$ or 
objections from religious communities 
through which toe routes passsed, most of 
them are not accessible to hikers all year 
long.

There it is, an unscientific sam- 
ple of views on the often vesting 
question whether os not executives 
should take their partners on busi- 
ness trips and to conferences. It’s a 
gray area erf corporate practice — 
seldom articulated in formal poB- 
cies. But it is an issne that can have 
a dedrive effect on die morale and 
effectiveness of a long-distance 
manager. 

Twenty-five years ago, when I 
first started traveling on business, 
Me was simple. If you were happily 
married, you’d take your wife along 
whenever you could. Your wire 
would be happy to share your ex- 
pense account lifestyle and play the 
role of dntifnl corporate wife, dis- 
pensing carefully measured charm 
to the boss and other axbiters of 
your destiny. 


Today, a new generation of mav- 
erick wives may perversely want to 
keep their own social lives intact. 
Some may be high-powered burin- 
esspcople themselves with no in- 
tention of deferring to your boss. 
Others amply resent the patroniz- 
ing duwuk of the “accompanying 
spouse" program: they may actual- 
ly want tojoin in a working session 
instead of another fashion parade 
or visit to the kitchens of the Ritz.

asset, eementmg relationships or 
breaking the ice with potential cli- 
ents and customers — especially in 
countries whoe sodahzmg is insep- 
arable from business. This is begin 
nmg to be the case in Japan, where 
executives realize the benefit of hav- 
mg their khnooo-dad spouses help 
eoloiain Western visitors. 

*Tt s often easier to talk when the 
ladies are around," says Gunter 
Eser, director-general of IATA in 
Geneva. “I take my wife along 
whenever I can.” 

“It can be a real motivator for 
the guy and Iris wife," says an exec- 
utive at British Airways. 

“Never underrate the social side 
of business fife, especially in coun- 
tries with a strong tradition of hos- 
’ says the British publisher 
Davis. Business is about 
s as modi as numbers, partio- 
at higher levels. Social con- 
tact gives people a chance to estab- 
lish personal relationships and to 
discuss the merits of a proposal in 


an informal way. Couples are more 
likdy to secure dinner invitations 
or to have their own invitations 
accepted. You can work as a team, 
foDcwing a prearranged strategy, 
and don't have to rush back." 

On the other hand, an executive 
can easily lose commitment and 
cutting edge by taking a partner on 
a hard-nosed tour of the markets, 
which is why some firms require 
executives to ask permission, even 
if they pay expenses themselves. 

Absence may or may not make 
the heart grow fonder. But many a 
relationship has survived in spite 
of, or because of, prolonged or fre- 
quent trips by one of tbe partners. 
The “honeymoon effect” when the 
traveler gets home has to be com- 
pared with the risk of a rival rela- 
tionship developing cm either side. 

“More and more companies are 
coming round to realizing there are 
advantages to have the other h«if 
along. It makes the guy’s life a bit 
easier at home and is relatively in- 
expensive," says Arthur Lyddafi, 
corporate travel administrator at 
Chevron in London ami vice presi- 
dent of the Institute of Travel Man- 
agement. “There are all kinds of 
discounts. But I think what’s really 
driving the trend towards spouse 
travel is free tickets from tbe fre- 
quent flier programs." 

S OME companies see 
spouse travel as a way to 
increase benefits — espe- 
cially in high tax countries, 
Hke Belgium and Sweden, although 
it can be hard to pass off as a 
legitimate business-expense. A let- 


S. parent 
company may sometimes hdp. An- 
other way is to get your friendly 
travel agent to word the invoice in a 
very careful way, so that it’s just 
not picked up. 

“Companies, especially in insur- 
ance and computers, tend to in- 
volve partners in incentive travel — 
the wife helps to push the husband 
to achieve his targets if she knows 
she’s going to Monte Carlo as 
well,” says Mervflle Spars, partner 
of Conference International in Mo- 
naco. “If (he other half is here it 
makes for a much more sane and 
balanced approach. It’s the differ- 
ence between dancing tbe night 
away and drinking the night away, 
whidi is what happens if you’ve got 
all men tq^ether. we had a night- 
mare experience with an incentive 
fen (he business nmt of a company 
which didn't bring partners. It was 
an office party for three days. Not a 
good ideal" 

These days, an “accompanying 
person” is just as likdy to be male 
as female. And few corporations 
make a distinction between a legal 
spouse and a companion. But 
women take a measured view of 
their hard-wan emancipation. lan- 
ds Robinson, . a London-based 
wine critic, enjoys having her hus- 
band with her.

BRUSSELS — Copyright pro- 
tection cannot be used to smother 
competition in the European Com- 
munity, an EC court ruled in a 
derision described Thursday as 
having broad potential impact on 
the computer industry ami other 
key sectors. 

Under the derision, dominant 
companies may no tonger suppress 

S petitors by shielding their 
nets with national copyright 
, EC officials sairi. 

Thc ruling involved publication 
of TV listings by three organiza- 
tions, including British Broadcast- 
ing Corp^ whose “Radto Times” is 
Britain’s top-selling magazine. 

The derision means that “com- 
panies cannot unreasonably sit on 
their intellectual property m order 
to stifle enterprise and prevent the 
emergence of new forms of compe- 
tition,” said Sir Leon Brittan, the 
EC competition conmrisaoner. 

Sir Leon’s top adviser on compe- 
tition said the decision gave the 
Commission added clout in pro- 
tecting against anti-competitive be- 
havior in the computer, pharma- 
ceuticals and postal industries. 
“The Commission can now order 
intellectual property to be released 
in certain rircumstances/ he said. 

In the computer industry, for ex- 
ample, the adviser said the inter- 
face design of a particular comput- 
er might have to be disclosed so 
that other firms could market com- 
patible equipment. 

The 50-page derision, handed 
down Wednesday by the EC Court 
of First Instance, can be appealed 
to the European Court of Justice.

Bank of the Netherlands and Uni- 
bank of Denmark. 

The Polish banks are in Warsaw, 
Poznan. Gdansk and Szczecin. The

Arco Claims a New Cleaner-Burning Gasoline

Atlantic Richfield Co. of tbe United States announced Thursday 
that it had developed a gasoline as dean-burning as methanol that 
would cut some pollutants by more than one- third. 

The company does not plan to produce this more expensive fuel 
unless it is ordered to, but since it is certain to be ordered to do 
something, it dearly wants to take the initiative. California is expect- 
ed to issue new fuel regulations this year, and the company’s an- 
nouncement is apparently an effort to shape those rules and head off 
more stringent requirements. 

[Arco’s chaimum, Lodwrick Cook, said Thursday that the new 
formula was tbe cleanest-burning gasoline ever available on the 


marketplace and that the company would be prepared to start selling 
it in California by 1996, Reuters reported from Los Angdes.1 

While Arco sells gasoline primarily in California, the fuel would 
hove national implications if it is actually as dean as methanol, 
probably stiffing the development of that alternative. 

Air-pollution experts said they were not surprised at the develop- 
ment, and some expected similar announcements from other compa- 
nies as they try to avoid losing part of the transportation-fuel market 
or being ordered to make fuds that would require extensive changes 
in their refineries. 

One air-poHution omen, Michael Bradley, the director of the 
Northeast States for Coordinated Air Use Management, said oil 
companies were “all of a sudden doing some very refine-

NATURE’S METROPOLIS: 
Chicago and Hie Great West 


By William Cronon. 530 pages.

I N recent years there has emerged a 
phenomenon called the “new" West- 


X phenomenon called the “new" West- 
ern history. Among other things, this 
revisionist view holds that, beginning 
with Frederick Jackson Turner’s centu- 
ry-old thesis that to: frontier played the 
principal part in the molding of the 
American character, most of the histori- 
ography of the Great West has been 
flawed by racism, sexism, environmental 
ignorance, class consciousness and rank 
nationalism. 


Much of this indictment is, sadly, all 
too true. Some of it. however, tends to 


overlook perfectly good history that has 
been written by perfectly good historians 


been written by perfectly good historians 
who have decried the same evils the new 
ge neration has discove red. 

The root of “Nature's Metropolis” is 
discernible in his earlier book “Changes 
in the Land: Indians, Colonists, and the 
Ecology of New England." “Environ- 
ment.” he wrote then, “may initially 
shape the range of choices available to a 
people at a given moment, but then cul- 
ture reshapes environment in responding 
to those choices.” Humankind’s commu- 
nities, he insisted, must be found and 


their histories understood “made rather 
than outside nature.” 

Cronon builds upon this idea brilliant- 
ly in “Nature’s Metropolis.” There is, he 
says, an inescapable connection between 
the land and its resources, which he calls 
“first nature," and the social and eco- 
nomic imperatives of cities, which he 
calls “second nature.” 

The author does not spin the usual 
anecdotal narrative of human economic 
and cultural progress and conflict, and 
this is not, therefore, a casual read. But 
what it may lack in “color” it makes up 
for in a neb and compelling analysis. 
True to his theme, Cronon’ s Chicago is 
not made on nature, but in nature, and 
the interrelationships he discovers be- 
tween the city rising from the muddy 
prairie on the shores of Lake Michigan 
and the great “hinterland” spreading 
thousands of square miles to the north, 
south and west co mpris e a land erf enor- 
mous ecosystem in which geography, cli- 
mate, human ambition and fluctuating 
market forces swirl together in a fasci- 
nating and fecund mutuality. 

River trade flourishes, then declines. 
Railroad lines from the east converge in 
Chicago, then spin their webs out into 
the country. The wild grasses of the old 
prairie ecosystem are replaced by the 
cultivated grasses of wheat and corn, 
which fill the city s towering grain eleva- 
tors. The white pine forests of the north 
are stripped from tbe land and sent by 
rail and river to its lumberyards. 

Cattle from the soon-to-be-oveigrazed 


grasslands of the High Rains West are 
shipped to the city's stinking stockyards 
and “disassembled” in the bloody plants 
of such meat-packing giants as Armour 
& Co. The mail order monsters, Mont- 
gomery Ward and Sears, send millions of 
consumer goods out to tbe rural popula- 
tion from huge city warehouses. Eastern 
money meets Western resources, and the 
“geography of capital” creates one of the 
world’s great financial centers. 

As Cronon stitches up this tapestry of 
interdependence, then, the story of the 
Great West is revealed to have been 
something infinitely more complex than 
the traditional frontier hoedown of con- 
quest and orderly settlement that Turner 
and even some ot his harshest critics have 
assumed. “The urban and the rural land- 
scapes I have been describing are not two 
places but one,” he says. “They created 
each other, they transformed each oth- 
er’s environments and economies, and 
they now depend on each other for their 
very survival. To see them separately is to 
misunderstand where they come from 
and where they might go in tbe future. 
Worse, to ignore the neariv infinite ways 
they affect one another is to miss our 
moral responsibility for the ways they 
shape each other’s landscapes and alter 
the lives of people and organisms within 
their bounds.”

W ASHINGTON — Why the rush to readmit South Africa into the 
Olympics? 

In 1970, the International Olympic Committee expelled South Africa 
for its apartheid policy, citing Rule 3 erf the Olympic charter that suites 
“no ducrumnaiion in the Olympic Gaines is allowed against any country 
or person on grounds of race, religion or politics." Now, as the political 
climate drifts m tbe afteiglow of Nelson Mandela’s stnnmng release from 
jail and other steps toward democratization, theIOChaswe£»med South 
Africa bade — apparently as a reward for its modifications of a par^'d 
and in promises of continued liberalization. 

Bat Wad: South Africans stiQ can’t vote, and they still don’t have equal 
rights under tbe law. Why bring South Africa back into tbe Olympics 
before apartheid has been completely dismantled? 

The Olympics are the jewel in die crown of international *thv*ic* If 
you want to reward South Africa 
for progress — and sardy progress 
has been made — why not re-estab- 
lish sporting lies on a lesser level, 
mM4i as for nnal or regional compe- 
tition, and hold back the Olympics to ensure apartheid is abolished? 

Yes, innocent athletes will, and have, suffered. Unfortunately, it’s no 
longer enou g h for athletes to insist “Wc just want to play sports. We’re 
i>ihlrtw j not politicians." 

This was what South African tennis players said in the early 1970s, 
when theywere asked about apartheid. Thu was what U.S. Olympians 
said in I960 wha they were asked about Jimmy Cana's decision to 
boycott the Moscow Games. Don’t shoot me. I'm just the piano player. 

B UT it doesn’t work that way. Athletes can’t neatly disassociate 
themselves from the rest of the world. Wats don’t halt for the 
Olympics anymore: Whenever it suits the aim of governments and 
movements, the playing fields become a political battleground. Berlin in 
1936 with Hitler and Jesse Owens; Mexico City in 1968 with T ommie 
Smith and John Carlos; Munich in 1972 with Blade September, Montreal 
in 1976 without 27 African nations; Moscow in 1980 without most of the 
West; Los Angeles in 1984 without most of the East 
Sports have seen duty as a carrot and stick politically. While Carta 
swung the I960 Olympics to bang die Soviets for their invasion of 
Afghanistan, it was a friendly invitation to a group erf U.S. table- tennis 
playen that helped pave the way for Richard Nixon's visit to China. With 


the readnrissioD of South Africa to the IOC we’ve seen sports used as tbe 
carrot and the stick on the same issue. 

The question of readxnissioa is a tough call for a variety of reasons. It’s 
hard to gauge which works best — the carrot or the stick. Nearly 20 years 
ago, Arthor Ashe played tennis matches in South Africa, and insisted on 
open seating. Blacks sat next to whites. What a powerful, indelible, 
hopeful image that most have presented for black South Africans. More 
recently, John McEnroe refused to play in South Africa, turning down a 
king’s ransom, because of his opposition to apartheid. 

Some would ask: Which is barer, playing in South Africa and facing 
the government to liberalize its rules, however briefly? Or refusing to play 
there in conscientious objection to those rales? 

The answer is: They’re both good. 

Tbe IOC undoubtedly would not have taken this step without warm 
political signals elsewhere, notably from tbe Europeans and Americans; 
tire IOC particularly doesn’t want to anger the united States, because 
without our TV money, the Olympics may as well fold their tent Make no

The fOC can claim a limited scope, saying its concern is sport, not 
TOting rights. And perhaps Sooth Africa has indeed banished discrimina- 
tion in sports. Sooth Africa has pledged to have mixed-race teams. So the 
playing odds in Johannesburg may be equal, but are they level? It’s hard 
to imagine that all South Africans wflf have equal access to training 
facilities in a country in winch blacks don’t hold the same rights as whites. 

What’s troubling about the IOC is its failure to apply Rule 3 in an even- 
handed manner. “No discrimination based on race, religion or politics." 
What was Hitter doing in Germany? He hosted the 1936 Games! What 
about tbe death squads in El Salvador, and the torturing and “The 
Disappeared" in Chile and Argentina? Doesn't that qualify as political 
discrimination? 

Given the political history of South Africa, tbe steps taken by the de 
Kkrk government are remarkable- They should be encouraged to take 
more. And take them, in a phrase that resonates here, “with all deliberate 
speed." If the carrot doesn’t work, the IOC should remember where the 
stick is.

On Sphinx, Here’s the Good News

G iza, Egypt — If the Sphinx could dis- 
pense smart rebuttals with the ease of 
its inscrutable riddles, what it might be saying 
right now is that reports of its imminent 
death have been much exaggerated. 

Like stum aging celebrity too proud to 
admit time's travesties and too frail to day

Jurat, ft was the looks, ravaged by wind and 
weather and poflutkm beyond a tuck and a 
nip of facial rebuilding. Then, it was the legs, 
swathed in casts of cement that offered no 
rejuvenation; and then the indignity of moni- 
toring devices placed on its ramp to see which 
way the wind blows and other hazards that 

limestone is bar to. 

Now, its keepers say, after 4,600 years — 
many of them spent safe and submerged 
under the desert’s sand until outsiders invent- 
ed the imprecise art of Egyptology in the 19th 
century — the chest of the monument, half 

human, half animal is g flfa g tOO. 

AH that was troubling enough for those 
who want to halt the monument's erosion. 
But none of it evoked what appeared in a 
Cabo newspaper the other day: that the 
Sphinx’s bod was about to fall off. 

“The problem is the chest," said Zalti 
Hawass, the Egyptian Antiquities Organiza- 
tion’s director in charge of possibly tire most 
famed of Egypt’s old sights — the Pyramids 
of Giza and nearby Saqqflra. “It’s a problem 
tau it’s not dangerous. There is no danger of 
the chest collapsing." 

That is not vmal The Egyptian Gazette, an 
English-language paper, bad reported. Quot- 
ing a British archaeologist, identified as Paul 
Bnmkart, it said the main problem affecting 
ihe monument — known m Arabic as the 
Father of Toror — was “stopping the head of 
the Sphinx from f ailing off without covering 
the monument with a permanent, ugly brace.” 

That account is not true. Hawass said. Just 
a few months ago, be said in an interview, 
experts from Unesoo examined the head and 
neck of the monument with ultrasonic de- 
vices and protKKmced them both to be strong. 

The problem, he said, lay in the crumbling 
of the monument's chest, exposed to wind, 
pollution and other indignities, such as the 
salts drawn into the Sphinx over the yean by 
a rising water table beneath it that has now 
apparently receded. Moreover, be said, resto- 
ration work using limestone blocks (modeled 
cm those used by the original builders) have 
succeeded in buttressing a yard-deep cavern 
across the bottom of the chest dm had been 
created by wind erosion. 

Neither do other specialists seem to think 
that the head — its features worn away over 
the years and its one-time beard but a memo- 
ry — is in any immediate danger.

“The head of the Sphinx will not fall 
down,” said Rainer Staddmann, head of the 
German Antiquities Organization in Cairo. 
“It is in a much better condition than most 
people think. It will be another 10 or 15 years 
until there's greater endangennent. And it’s 
hoped that much better ways of dealing with 
limestone will be found before then.” 

For the Sphinx to be at the center of 
controversy and misperception is not new. 
For most of the Jm some foreign and 
Egyptian specialists watched aghast as other 
officials sought to restore the Sphinx's great 
paws with a concrete that interacted badly 
with the original limestone and further weak- 
ened layers of stone already damaged by 
rising ground water. 

In more recent years, Hawass has led a new 
restoration effort that has stripped much of 
the concrete away and replaced it with lime- 
stone blocks. 

Tour buses have been barred from areas 
near the Sphinx where up to 60 of them at a 
time used to idle their motors and belch 
noxious gases onto the monument’s stone- 
work. And, in the village below, a new sewer 
system has brought down the water table 
dramatically, so that the threat of waterborne 


chemicals gnawing away at tire monument 
has been greatly reduced. 

“That’s the positive side," Staddmann 
said. “But we can’t say everything is positive 
and wonderful" 

Since the Sphinx is unique, there’s no way 
of turning to an archaeological equivalent of 
the owners manual for easy answers. Much, 
therefore, is left to experimentation and the 
hope of redemption from expertise among 
foreign and Egyptian specialists. 

“The problem is the flaking of the surface 
of the limestone,” said Shawki Nakhla, direc- 
tor for reconstruction and conservation in the 
Egyptian Antiquities Organization. 

And to halt that, he saxl, it may be neces- 
sary to provide a fresh coating of lime on the 
surface and cover it for a time with some kind 
of tissue until it forms a protective patina on 
the crumbling chest. 

The experiments, however, will not be car- 
ried out on the Sphinx itself, but on limestone 
rock deposits nearby that are exposed to the 
same hazards of wmd and temperature ex- 
tremes and — unusually in Cairo last winter 
— restively heavy rains. Only when success- 
ful results emerge from those tests, Hawass 
said, will the methods be applied to tire 
Sphinx.
